or eight years doing nothing. All our 
institutions are proverbially slow, ami n 
little rush would do them all good, not 
excepting the legislature, and the courts, 
or even the Nanaimo Free Press. The dug 
in the manager is not a mere creation of 
fancy, but a living reality, continually 
reproduced in all those people who are 
either afraid or ashamed te do anything 
themselves, and howl away very naturally 
if others do not keep. them in eoiitenunce 
It almost sounds ridiculous tu have to de- 
fend a provincial government from a 
charge of '"rushing legislation," but it is 
a painful duty and will have to be done. 
The Nanaimo man urges that the govern 
ment are afraid of the Settlement Bill 
(which is'inbnitely superior to the Clem- 
ents Bill, which the Nanaimo people sup 
ported, though some of thorn have since 
acknowledged it to be a fraud) and are 
thorofuro rushing to the house with it bu 
fore tlio appointed time. Of course if 
they had postponed the session, it*wottld 
have been said they were afraid to meet 
the house. This kind of argument is 
cheap. If ever people have had full time 
to consider any particular measure, that 
measure \» been the Settlement Bill 
which litis befln ventilated and hung up 
to dry in all sorts of ways since last 
session. If any muddle heads dun t 
understand it now, they never will; and 
if they have not made Up their minds 
about it long ago, it is hard to bee how 
thry will ever reach that point, Now, 
although the govern men t "n rushing' ». 
house ivith the Settlement Bill under tlx 
arm, plenty of time will bo allowed the 
uiembors to recover breath after they get 
there, and if t.hey want in talk abujt it 
three of six months they will bo ui lowed 
a-uiplo opportunity ho »n doing. As to 
the Island railway, it most he remember 
ed the provincial government baa failed 
to build- it, and the Dominion govern 
uiont have refused. The railway is now 
in the hands of Mr. Duiismuir and his 
associates, who, if they are not interfered 
with, will build it; but. if the Settlement 
Bill is condemned the railway will g" 
with it. The railway will not build it 
self and whenever capitalists build it they 
will demand the wages of capital. An to 
the Settlement Bill as a whole, it is a 
much more comprehensive '|"'' stl "" than 
one offeVeri millions of acres or millions 
of dollars; it i9 the nearest approach tu a 
settlement that has ever been reached. 
It may !><■• be all that could be wished, 
but it is nil we 3hall brobahly over net, 
as there is no worse investment fhina 
disputed account. The practical way of ' 
putting iit s this, suppose the Settlement 
.Bill is thrown out, what advance would 
any capitalist give us on the chance of a 
better bargain or any b.'irgain at all to bit 
evolved from the uncertainties of the 
future! Is it not about time that the 
peoplf of Victoria expressed their views ' 
and instructed their representatives witll 
respect to this important measure? livery 
Victoria 1 hater at Nanaimo and Coiiiox is i 
tuning his voice to have u shy at it ; and 
Victorians never open their mouths.

LORD LORNB ON HOME RULE- 

Tho Dominion Confodoratlon- 

London, Oct 30. 
The Contemporary Review contains an 
article by the Marquia of Marquis of 
Lorno on Canadian home rule, written in 
compliance with a request to furnish 
notes suggestive of steps that might bo 
taken to meet the demand fur dome 
Rule in Ireland, or provide information 
having on thu future of A ustraliasia. The 
Marquia discusses the chief features uf 
the Federal Government of Canada, and 
dwells upon (lie danger which must ati.se 
should one member of the Confederation 
become strung enough to oppose the will 
of the Central Government. Lord Lome 
declared that should a provincial feeling 
bo developed stronger than the feeling of 
loyalty to the General Government, thu 
American civil war may be repeated in 
Canada. The experience of the American 
States, he says, shows that while puroly 
local matters may b« left to Cen- 
tral Local Assemblies, it in all important 
that no province should be organized in 
such strength as to be able to formulate 
a policy leading to a conflict with the rest 
of the country.
